out tanks and planes and ships and

But viewing. the thing from an- 
other angle, it seems as. if we've 
been preparing for this emergency 
ever since we, became an industrial 
nation. 

Today, America is a country of 130 
million people occtipying 1/20 of the. 

But that isn’t 
the measure of our strength. We've 
developed our resources and built 
up an industrial system that is 
frankly the envy of the aggressor 
countries. Just look at some of the 
things we have! 

We produce % of the world’s oil, 
¥4 of its lumber, 1'3 of its coal 1/3 
of its hydroelectric power, 1/3 of ity 
pig iron, nearly +“ of its alumni- 
num, and 2'5 of its copper—all of 
them needed for defense produc- 
tion, 

Then consider that we have 44 
of all the railroads in the world-- 
nearly % of all the radios—~%4 of all 
the telephones, and nearly % of all 
the automobiles-—to mention just a 
few of the things which our indus- 
trial system has produced. 

The figures, which are nothing 
less than staggering, mean that we 
had a kind of head start on the 
rest of the world and that even 
if we did begin late on this last Jap 
of preparedness we shall be able to 
overtake and finally surpass the 
defense production of the dictator 
countries. 

Besides we have one other great 
advantage. We are a nation of free 
men and women working together 
in a system of free private enter- 
prise.
